THIS, AUVrKIIilAN 
BALLOT 
LAW 


The intention of tbe Australian law, 


if it had any intention, was to secure 
the secrecy of tbe ballot. If it had no 
snch iotention there was no sense in its 
enactment, and if it fails to effect its 
intent it should be repealed. As it 
Btanjs at present, or ss it is construed 
by the courts, the effect is precisely 
the reverse of its presumed purpose, 
Whether this is the fault of the law or 
its interpreters, the result is the same. 
and fraud «nd corruption in tbe pur- 
chase of votes ia made easier and safer 
tbau undsr tbe old law, when the pur 
chased voter received bis ballot and 
•was watched by the purchaser until he 
banded it to the officers of the election, 
Under tbe old law tbe purchase anc 
watching system could not be carried 
on to any considerable exten' without 
discovery, 
while under tbe presen' 


statute, as it IB construed, a candidate 
can safely purchase any namber o: 
votes and insure the "delivery of the 
goods'" oy distinguishing mark", which 
the courts hive decided must be proven 
to have been made with the intention 
of fraud, to render them illegal anc 
cuuee them rejection. Such proof 
vould be impossible to obtain in one 
case in a hundred where tbe law is in 
tentionally and fraudulently violated 


To render an election l«w of tha 


character effective, its provisions mne! 
be senctly adhered to and any devia 
tion from tbe instructions by the vote: 
in making out bis ballot should be 
sntHciaut cause for its rejeoiion. In 
other worda, anything which might b 
made a distingui-hing mark should in 
validate the ballot, whether made wit' 
fraudulent intent or through ne^ii 
gence or ignorance. The instruction 
are plain and easily understood, am 
any man wbocanuot comprehend them 
or who will not take tbe pains to in 
form himself, deserve to lose bin vote 
While it any seem bard in some cases 
it is better that a few honest citizen 
should lose their votes than that th 
doors should be opened to perhipi 
hundreds of sell out scalawags to re 
ceive the price of their infamy b 
other distinguishing marks, oatensibl 
no more in violation 
of tbe 
law 


than those innocently made by tb 
honest but ignorant, or negligent voter 


No election law can bs enacted thu 


will not sometimes work hardships i; 
certain cases. Under the old law, man 
an honest citizen bag lost his vote b; 
neglecting to renter in time, wbil 
otriera have been disfranchised 
bj 


carelessly picking up two 
ballot 


which adhered together, folding them 
and depositing tnem in that conditio 
in the box. la saeb cases, under th 
law, 
both billots were thrown out, as 


was right they should ba. But sue 
are exceptional oases and weigh 
nothing against the public wrong tba 
would be committed by the encourage 
ment of fraud in allowing such irregu 
lar ballots to be counted with those 
regularly and legally cast. 


These comments are not made with 


any reference to the gubernatorial con- 
test now in progress at Carson City. 
The rule is doubileas applied with irn- 
partinlet8 tc both sides, and we neither 
know or care whether relator or re- 
spondent is most gamer by it. We do 
not charge eit her that the court errs m 
its ruling under the law as it appears 
upon (ha statute books. We do claim, 
however, if evidence of fraud, which 
will in no instance be poisible to ob- 
tain, is necessary to invalidate a bal- 
lot, the law should either be repealed 
or so «mnaded as to leave no room for 
quibbling in reguard to the intent of 
the voter. The fact that a ballot con- 
tains anything on its face which rend- 
ers it distinguishable from others, 
should be cause for its rejection. The 
law as it now stands, or as it is ex- 
ecuted, is a farce upon justice, a trav- 
esty upon legislative enactments and 
its proper title would be "Au Act for 
Facilitating and Encouraging tbe Pur-

:he war lasts five weeks or five years,
